Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or teach a rotating device that clamps, by at least three clamping means, a part centrally 
with at least two of the clamping means having actuators, a measuring device having two 
measuring pickups axially offset from each other to generate output data indicative of deviations 
of the part from concentricity with respect to the rotary axis, and a computing device coupled to 
the measuring pickups for receiving the output data and computing confrol data to confrol the 
actuators to radially adjust the part for concentricity along with the remaining limitations of the 
claims. The Bingham reference lacks the second set of measuring pickups and while the Pierce 
et al reference has a second set of pickups the second set is not for measuring concentricity..
